The riT«r from the north to south 
teaakisUke » mighty oreioent with 
Boeedele, OreenTille, Onnniaon and 

many other small towns between the oro 
and its chord, which is the Riverside 
division of th» Ya/(><^) ami Mississippi 
Talley railroad. This roud strikes the 
river at the north break, bat there the 
rirer iwinga to the wait and above 
Greenville, torn* again toward the east 
atriking the north and sonth line of the 
railroad at Wayside, the point of the 
lower break. The water from the upper 
or Perthshire crevasse haa already cut 
throagh the railroad and is tearing 
throagh the {dentations to the soath. 
At the middle crevasse, the foods fnan 
tlup north have also Joined forces with 
these waters and together they are in- 
andatiiiK the country southward. The 
upper waters will reach the lower 
crevasse soou and the united water 
fitom three floodgates will with hourly 
increasing force and volnme. rash over 
tlie ooontry find finally be thrown bacdc 
into the main river at tite month of 
tliaTawNk alvv vilM north «f Yioks- 



Back 80 to 60 miles from the liver 
roi^ a number of lateral streams whieh 
empty their vrater fato tiia Taaoa The 

whole territory fkom the main river east 
to these streams will be for the most 
pan under water in 48 hoars. The re- 
gion marked for destrocticn is probably a 
hundred miles longer from 20 to 86 miles 
wide. The ooontry ia as fertile aa a 
noorthem garden. 

Greenville is in a great danger. The 
water from the middle break will parti- 
ally flood that town. If the levee in 
front of Greenville shoold break no 
man can conceive what tiM loii toUfe 
and property would be. 

Railroad conunonication has already 
been cut in two places and before night 
the Georgia Pacific road, ranning east 
from Greenville, may be floode<l. 

j^bably 10,000 people are working 
with a desperation born of despair to 
save their homes and property. The 
whole machinery of the state and the 
Illinois Central railroad is being brought 
into play. It is currently reported that 
the levee in front of Laconia Circle, 
Ark., has broken. If this shonld be 
troe, and moat probably is correct, 30,000 
acres of fertile cotton land will be 
flooded. 

The newa has reached Memphis 
through a telegram from Captain M. 
Oheek of the steamer Kate Adams, sap- 
poaedly between 8 and 4 a. m., the levee 
near Stokea Landing, four milea above 
Bnnflngton, on the Mimimtpi^ side, 
gave way. The information came direct 
from Superintendent Gilleas of the Illi- 
nois Central, who is now on the lino. 
The water from this break will n arh 
the Yaaoo and Mississippi valh y tracks; 
■I flootlB Station, 81 miles bouth uf 
Bosedafe, and also at Moor^s Station, on 
tiie Huntington branoh. The width of 
the crevasse (. ould not be ascertained, 
but the worst is feared, as the levee 
there for nUw ia ooBiidaBed nther 
weak. 

The river is alatloiUMry at Memphis, 
the gange indicating 86.S feet. The sta- 
tionary condition, instead of the usual 

fall, is thought to have been Imught 
about by the rainfalls in the territory 
which drains into thu Mississippi north 
of Memphis. For the same reason it is 
predi(^te<l 1)V the local observer of the 
weather burwiu that there will probably 
be a slight rise in the river at MempUs 
during the ensuing 34 hoars. 

At Hi'li iia u rise of but two-t^^nths of 
a foot in the 34 hoars, eudiuK yesterday, 
is recorded. 

At Arkansas City, mstead of the con- 
siderable risis, a fall of two-tenths of a 
foot is indicated. This fall in the river 
at that point is attributed to the fact 
that breaks in the Arkansas levee above 
Arkansas City have alforded an outlet 
for a big volume of water which would 
otherwfie swell the volume within the 
river channel proper and caused a nse 
inatead of a fall at this point. The river 
at Arkansas City is 9. 7 feet above danger

Canba, March 81.— The Greeks yee- 
tsrdaj attacked Fort Iiaedln, whieh 

dominates Suda bay. The forciprn iron- 
dada bombarded the attacking? force in 
support of the Tarkish garrison, which 
had 19 cannon and one mitrallleose. 
Finallj detachmenu of the foreign 
troop ooeairied the fortress. 

There waa sharp fighting yesterday at 
Bpinalonga. The Cretans succeeded in 
dislodging the Turks and seized a vessel 
which was landing ammunition for 
them. Fighting continaea at Heraklion 
and Retime. Several shots have been 
fired at the foreign occupying forces at 
Putsunaria. 

The French comnuuder haa obtained 
reinforcements to replace the Turkish 
outposts which are said to be absolutely 
unreliable. 

The fighting at Spinalonpa Irvstod 48 
hours. The Turkish garrison met with 
a heavy loss. A Prencii warsliip has 
bt>en dispiUfhcd to render tlioin sncli 
assistance as may now bo practicable, 

BoMla to Wtthdraw. 

Athens, March 81.~It is rnmnred 
here that Russia has intimated tliac 
she will not participate in a bkx-kade of 
Greek ports. Thjs apparent change of 
front is viewed Urtth sospiolon in Greek 
official circles. 

It is understood that the admirals 
have called on their respective govern 
ments for more wanhipe aa well as 
more troops. 

Plihlng: For Torpcdoei, 
London, March 81.— A dispatch to 
The Times from Salonika today says a 
panic eosaed there last night when it 
was reported tiiat the Greek cruiser had 
boats fishing for torpedoes off Cape 
Oara.

CoLfMBC^, O., March 31 . —A shocking 
murder was committed on a form near 
Black Lick, in the eastern part of this 
cooatj. Un. Miller, wife of a well-to- 
do farmer, was ootraged, omelly hacked 
to death with an ax and her body then 
hidden in a feed box in a bam. 

Coroner Birmiugham has returned 
from Black Lick and gave the follow- 
ing facta aa to the mvdar of Mrs. 

Miller : 

John W. Miller, her husband, ivocom- 
panied by Sam Williams, a hired man. 
left home ysterday afternoon, leaving' 
Frank Miller, another hired man, with 
Mrs. Miller. When they came liome, 
long after dark, Frank Miller said a 
neighbor woman had come and taken 
Mrs. Miller to her house. 

At bedtime she had not retnmed, SO 
Miller and the two hired men went to 
bed, the husband thinking that perhaps 
there was a sickness in a neighboring 
family that kept his wife away. 

Yesterday wlien Miller went to the 
ba^ he found blood on the floor, and, 
on lifting tlie lid of a long feed box. 
found Ins wife s body, her hands tied 
behind her back, clothes almost oil torn 
oiT and lu^ head literally hacked to 
pieces with an ax. 

It was then found that Frank Miller, 
left with her that night, had disap- 
peared. 

There is no doabt that he assaulted 
her and killed her Monday afternoon. 

Frank Miller came along aa a tramp 
last fall, and was employed by Farmer 
John W. Miller. His home is not 
known, but he had a certificate of de 
posit for |1,500 on a Cleveland bank. 

If he is found and does not prove an 
alibi incensed neighbors will lynch him, 

Requests for bloodhounds to pursue 
Miller have been received here, but, as 
there are no such animals in this city, 
ex-Sheritf Horton of Newark haa been 
telegraphed to for his hounds, and thejr 
wiU soon be on Miller's traok. 

Detectivee from here are after Miller, 
but he haa evidentlj hidden in the 
neighborhood. 

H<m. Oeorfe Cenveree Dead. 

OoLUiaDe, O., March 81.— Ex-Con 
greasman C^eorge L. Converse, 70, died 
yesterday after a long illness. He fell 

sick whih! dt^f ending Editor W. J. Elli 
ott on the eliurge of murder five years 
ago and was never entirely well again. 

He represented this district in the 
Forty-sixth, Forty-seventh and Forty- 
eighth congresses, and, being a protec- 
tion Democrat, joined with Samuel J. 
Randall in opposing the Morrison hori- 
zontal tariff reduction bill. 

This led to his retirement from prom- 
inence in the party, and, though still 
calling himself a Democrat, he was an 
ardent protectioulat and aopbocted Mo- 
Kinley last faU .

About Thlvt/'FlTe AmmdMeat* A4«»ead 

to the TarlSr bjr Committee. 

W.\s-ni\(iTON, March .31.— Party feel- 
ing ran high during the lust day of the 
tariff debate in the house. Political 
speeches were wedged in at every op- 
portunity and there waa constant ma- 
neuvering for political advaataga> The 
opposition directed their efforts as far as 
possible toward stirring ap dissensions 
upon the Republican side, but tliey suc- 
ceeded only in exposing a siuglo in- 
stance of revolt. That was on the sub- 
ject of free hides. The Democrats 
pressed the (}nestion of a duty on hides 
ior tlie benefit of the fanner with sucli 
vigor that Mr. Hepburn, an Iowa Re- 
pnbhcan, was drawn into the debate 
and made a strong plea for dutiable 
hides. He demanded that the house be 
given an opportunity to vote on this 
(inestion and declarva that every west- 
ern Republican was in favor of it. Mr. 
("aniioii of Illinois also gave a qualified 
endorsement to this demand. The Re- 
publican leadan defended their Mil 
with vigor. 

The ways and means comnlttea held 
the floor with their amendments from 
10 in tlie morning to 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon. About 86 were offered and 
a<l(ipted. Among them was one admit- 
ting fioe of duty "books, scientific ap- 
paratus, charts, maps, etc.," for aoien- 
tiHc aad educational purposes. 

In the Senate. 

WAf-iMsiiTON, March 81. — Senator 
Allen, a PopuUst of Nebraska, made a 
long speech in the senate yesterday on 
the nnconstitationality of tariff rates 
beyond those requisite for revenue. 
AUen aeverely erinied the trusts and 
comUnationB whioh he declared reaped 
the main advantdge of tariff taxes. The 
senator's remarks were in the nature of 
a legal argument ahowing the oonstitu 
tional Hmitationa on the taxing power 
of congress. 

The nouse amendments to the senate 
joint resolution appropriating $260,000 
icr the saving of life and property along 
the Mississiroi fAver were agreed to, and 
the reeolution now goes to the presi- 
dent. 

Among the petitions was one from the 
board of sheep commissioners <>f Mon- 
tana, urging the most ample protection 
on wool, in accordance with the plat- 
form promises, and asserting that the 
pohcy of protection would not long pre- 
vail withoat this adeqiute protection to 
the wool growing inte r e at . 

Senator Foraker has introduced a bill 
in the senate to amend the interstate 
commerce act ao as to permit pooling by 
lailioada. •

Selected a« Speetal CommiMioner to Cuba. 
I'almer Again Publlo I'rlntrr. 

Washinoton, March 81.— William R. 
Day of Canton, O., has been selected by 
the president aa a apeoial eommissionor 
to Cuba. The president and Secretary 

of State Sherman liave had this matter 
under consideration for several days. 
The specific object of the special coni- 
missiouer's vii<it tu Cuba wiU be to par- 
ticipate, as the representative of the 
president, in the investigation to be 
made by the Spaniah anthorittea Into 
the alleged mmrder of Or. Ruia. The 
president intends that the investigation 
shall be fair and complete, and, if not, 
there ahall be some one there who will 
report tijMfaat to him, Mid upon this 
report will be baaed whatever action 
this government may sahaeqaently 
take. 

Judge Day Is a dose personal friend 
and neighbor in Canton of the presi- 
dent, and is a man of high legal attain- 
ments, known all over northern Ohio, 
and in whose judgment he has the 
greatest confidence. Judge Day arrived 
in the city yesterday, and held a long 
confercuoe with the president and sec- 
retary Sherman. Be leavea »m onoe on 
his mission. 

The president yeatord^r sent the fol- 
lowing nominMona to the senate : 
Frank M. Palmer of nUnaiB to be pob- 
hc printer ; Alexander M. Thaokara of 
Pennsylvania to be consul of the United 
States to Havre, France; Assistant 
James H. Oakley of Illinois to be a 
pasKitil assistant surgeon in the marine 
nos]>ital service.

IlalldlnH;*— nut Two .Striii tum in the 
Town of Cbnndler Left 8tandln(— Nnmee 
Of tho Dead— Also Hits Koosas. 

GfTimiK, O. T., March 31 -Report ia 
received here that 20 lives were lost last 
evening in ft eyclone that swept over 
Ohandlw, a town of 1,600 inhabitants, 
60 miles east of here. It is reported 
that only two buildings were left stand- 
ing—the Mitchell hotel and the Orand 
Island grocery store. 

In addition to the 20 persons reported 
killed, rumors say that fully 150 were 
badly injured. 

The cyclone struck at 5 o'clock. The 
courthouse in which Chief Ju.xtice Dale 
waa holding court was taken off its 
foundation. All communication witii 
Chandler is now cut off. 

The telephone ofUce was destroyed, 
and the only information received here 
was from a telephone connection made 
a mile and a half oat of Ohandlsr. That 
has since been lost. 

At 1 o'clock this morning 21 dead 
bodies have been taken from the rains 
at Chandler. Seventy-five to 100 per- 
sons are badly injured and a doMn or 
more of these are reijorted dying. 

In addition to tho.se dead, dyinj^' and 
injured, it is beUeved that there are a 
score or more dead bmried beneath the 
wrecked boildings. 

Several of the wrecked buildinga have 
taken firo and the debris is burning 
fiercely. Many of the injured have 
been burned to death, while planed fost 
tinder the debris. 

In one Imilding, it is reported, five in- 
jured people were burned to death, aad 
at another piaoe the incinerated bodiea 
of three Tuiknown ohUiiffeB have been 

taken out. 

All tlie physicians in the town, save 
one, met death in the storm. Nearly 
all the physicians of Guthria have gona 
to the scene of the disaater.
